The so-called “grape-fruit” is in 
reality the true shaddock (citrus de- 
cumana,) named from Capt. Shaddock, 
who brought it from China to Jamaica. 
He was commander of the ship Bounty, 
the crew of which mutinied and landed 
on Pitcairn Island, where their de- 
scendants remain to this day. As this 
particular error has crept into so ex- 


Arx, it occurs to me that it would be 
well, if possible, to prevent its further 
spread. 


The shaddock received the name of 
grape-fruit in Florida, and for the fol- 
lowing reasons: The only thing in the 
way of a grape that will flourish in 
that land of everglades and alligators 
is an /abnormity called the scupper- 
nong,” a variety of that odd species of 
Vitis, the rotundifolia. This does not 
produce its fruit in a bunch, as do 
other species of the genus, but in 
clusters of three or four berries. As 
some varieties of the shaddock have a 
similar habit, this resemblance gave 
rise to the name; which is nearly as 
sensible—not quite—as it would be to 
‘call a watermelon a “ground plum,“ 
because of the resemblance in shape. 

Nearly twenty years ago—before the 
ingenious gentleman of Florida who 
bestowed upon it the name of grape- 
fruit had conceived his brilliant idea 
I had four shaddock trees growing 
here in the Santa Ana Valley, and sold 
trees budded from them under the cor- 
rect name. The parent trees are long 
since dead, but a few of their progeny 
still exist in some of the orchards of 
Orange county. | 

The huge, pale-yellow, knotted fruit, 
mentioned in a recent item in The 
Times, and therein called ‘‘shaddock,” 
is no doubt the Pompelmoose, which, 
and not the shaddock, “is pulpy and 
bitter.“ The only use for this latter, as 
far as I know, is to furnish an extract 
used by the Jews in one of ther re- 
ligious ceremonies.

Some Golden Facts About Silver. 


RIALTO (Cal.,) July 22.+(To the Ed- 
itor of The Times:) The assumption of 
Mr. Harvey in the debate with R. G. 
Horr, that the majority of the-Congress- 
men in the United States Congress in 
1873 were dishonest, or humiliatingly 
stupid, presupposes that their constit- 
uencies were either dishonest or deplor- 
ably ignorant, as manifested in the se- 
leetion of their representatives. Admit- 
ting for the sake of the argument that 
Harvey is correct in his assumptions, 
the late attempt of his coadjutors, the 
reform Populists, one of ‘their basic 
principles being predicated on the 
“crime of 1873, has demonstrated to the 
observing and thinking portion of man- 
kind that they made a bad matter 
worse; that it their reform was the 
cure, the remedy was far more fatal 
than the disease. Never, perhaps, in 
the history of any political party in the 
United States, in so short a time has 
there been developed 3 corruption 
as was made manifest by that organiza- 
tion of so-called reformers in Kansas 
and in other States, where they got into 
office, from 1891 to 1895. If there was 
the amount of corruption in 1873 as 
claimed by this man Harvey, and the 
proposed reforming of it brought to 
light, in the reformers themselves, as 


4 they claimed to be the people, then, in- 


deed, is reformation a forlorn hope. In 
other words, if the old parties that were 
to be reformed by these reformers were 
the one-tenth part as corrupt as their 
would-be (so to speak) reformers, then,

It does seem that by some irony of fate 
the Populists verified their own plat- 
form declaration so far as they have 
had an opportunity and they themselves 
are concerned, and being witnesses.

The wild, weird and blatant Waite of 
Colorado was conspicuously set down 
on. The late Governor of Kansas, who 
was more collossal in physique and in 
pretense and hypocrisy, as I have said 
on another occasion, was by - the 
high-tide craze of the period, referred. 
to in the commencement of this letter, 
“swashed into the executive office of 
the State.” He was a plastic dullard, 
but was cute enough to capture the sim- 
pleton delegates of the People’s party 
convention at Wichita in 1892, their man 
‘Willetts having been defeated in 1890 for 
Governor. The very suggestion. cf 
making a money-shaver and butter and 
egg commission man a reform leader in 
the State, was as morally erratic: as it 
was intelligently and sensibly abnor- 
mal. Harvey has been smart enough 
to construct a facile theory that con- 
forms to and fits the prejudices that 
had been cultivated by the pioneers in 
the movement. My opinion of his book 
is like that expressed by Mr. Lincoln re- 
garding his views of a certain matter, 
to this effect: Well, for those who like 
that sort of thing, I should think that 
is just the sort of thing they would 
Hike.“

can. get beyond the laws and deliver- 
ances of the church, as every individu- 
al.organization is supposed to be ac- 
quainted with the laws of the general 
church. ~-

If the fact of incorporation under the 
laws of California puts it within the 
power of the trustees of a religious in- 
corporation to control the property in 
any sense, as though it was a business 
incorporation, without any regard to 
the objects of the incorporation as set 
forth by the form of government of the 
church which gave it being, then the 
First Church people : 
case; but if the corporation is simply a 
trusteé to hold the property, subject: 
to the wishes of the beneficiaries—that 
is, the corporation—then their hope of 
success is small. 

This question will be settled by this 
case. If the contention of the First 
Church is maintained by the courts; 
then there will be a general reconstruc- 
tion of the relations now existing be- 
tween religious bodies and the State. 
If State incorporation takes all the 
temporal affairs of the church entirely 
outside of the spiritual power of the 
church, then it is reasonable to suppose 
that all churches, Catholic and Protes- 
tant alike, will begin the work. of dis- 
incorporation at once. ; 

If the trustees of a church under the 
ordinary incorporation should manage 
the business interests of the church 
just as they do those of business cor- 
porations, then a pastor or choir not 
in harmony with. the trustees could 
never be employed and the church 
would become nothing more than a 
financial corporation divested of all 
spiritual rights. = 

The religious community will watch 
the decision of this case with intense 
interest, as it is really as much of a 
Methodist or ptist case as Presby- 
terian.

QUANTITIES OF FISH. 


Carp Are Multiplying too Rapidly at 
Westlake Park. | 

Any quantity of fish waiting to be 
caught, and right in the city, too! 

Westlake Park has for some time 
been considered a fine place for boat- 


it is not generally known that it is not 
only stocked, but is in fact overstocked 
with fish. 

The muddy condition of the water has 
attracted some’ attention, and it has 
been supposed that this condition was 
due to collections of filth and ta a lack 
of proper flow of water through the 
lake. ft is stated, however, that a full 
head of water is kept running into the 
lake during the night and a like stream 
is kept running out during the day. 

The real cause of the muddy condi- 
tion above referred to is said to be due 
to the presence in the lake of great 
quantities of ca These fish multiply 
rapidly and are nelined to poke about 
in the mud at the bottom of the lake, 
3 the muddy condition of the water 

eg to this fact. 

odor has been observed about 
the Lac just at night after the sea 
breeze has ceased and before the land 
breeze has started. This odor has been 
thought to be caused by the fish, but 
it is said it may be due to some other 
reason 


Notwithstanding there are great 
quantities of the fish caught by people 
visiting the park the 7 are multiplying 
rapidly, and, it is claimed. will reed 
attent on from the authorities within 
a short time. 

It is expected that a proposition will 
be submitted to the Park Commission 
in the near future to rémove the carp 
from e. This, it is explained, 
can be done by drawing off the water 
down to a low level and then taking 
the fish out with a seine. The bass 
that are in the lake can, when found, 
be put into a barrel of water and kept 
till the lake can be refilled. The bass 
do not multfpl ply nearly as rapidly as 
do the carp, and will not increase in the 
lake in such quantities as to cause 


trouble. 

It has been urged that when the 
water of the lake is drawn off the bot- 
tom of the lake should be thorou ‘aged 
cleaned. This has not been done a 
long time, and, it is thought, would 
the water a cleaner appear-

PIUTE MOUNTAIN (Kern county.) 
June 30, 1895.— (Special Correspondence.) 
The Piute Mountain mining district lies 
almost due north from Los Angeles in 
Kern county, and distant about one 
hundred miles. It is approached either 
from the east via the desert, leaving the 
railway at Mojave, thence by way of 
Red Rock, Dove Springs, Kelsey Can- 
yon, past the old St. John mine and up 
‘the steep hill of the same name, or leav- 
ing the railroad at Caliente by way of 
‘Walker’s basin crossing the mountain 
from the west. Either road is a long, 
tiresome journey, requiring a good team 
to haul a load of half a ton weight. Pi- 
ute Peak, the highest point in the moun- 
tains, is 8000 feet high by government 
Mrs, survey; the principal mines in the dis- 
triet being from 1000 to 2000 feet lower. 

In addition to the two wagon roads 
mentioned from the east and 
there are two trails; one to the north, 
over into Erskine Creek and to the Kern 
River, and the other to the south to Pi- 
ute postoffice, recently established at 
the head of Caliente Valley, to which 
the mail is brought twice a week from 
It is eight miles from here 
and is the nearest postoffice to the dis- 
trict.
